Intprested only in ob- 
taining initiation fees to fatten the 
till of a national office far re- 
moved from the campus, the pro- 
fessional society, in reality, was 
merely trading I Greek letter or 
two for ten. twenty-five or fifty- 
dollars or more. . 

Honoraries which are worthy of 
the student's attention will not fall 
under the new ruling. Sigma Xi. 
Phi Beta Kappa, and the others, 
who actually set up a high standard 
and then follow It. serve as a real 
incentive to scholarship and other 
causes. The fight has been with 
the demi-honorary and not the 
real honorary. 

When the student realizes tr-r 
11 becomes no honor to affiliate 
himself with an organization that 
embraces no other ideal than that 
of a financial nature, then the 
societies under fire will be de- 
feated in their every purpose. As 
set out before In these 
It was getting to the 
point where honor could be pur- 
chased 

There is one more objective, 
however, which The Kernel is In- 
terested in promulgating for the 
good of the student body at large 
We refer to the initiation fee of 
the better class of these societies. 
In some instances, the student who 
has met the requirements toward 
membership in an organization is 
unable to join because of a pro- 
hibitive initiation charge. . 

There must be some means of 
making the national offices of the 
various honoraries aware of the 
situation. It is not fair to the stu- 
dent who has met. say, a scholastic 
requirement, to be forced to re- 
fuse a bid because of the finances 
involved. In the strictest sense of 
the word, the good honorary re- 
quires for membership some out- 
standuig trait in the student, rec- 
ognizing, as it were, an outstand- 
ing ability in some field of en- 
deavor. 

Money should not be added as a 
requirement for membership Nat- 
urally, we realize thut in order to 
maintain an efficient and workable 
national fraternity. a certain 
amount of money is needed The 
Kernel believes, however, that the 
national offices of the various out- 
standing organizations could make 
I report to the several colleges en 
tailing the cost of maintaining their 
offices to a proper degree 

Many universities and colleges 
luive already signified their aim in 
i ins respect With proper coopera- 
tion among these units, a better 
understanding between the nation- 
al honorary and the university 
might arise. The majority of these 
societies are doing a great work, 
and it is in the spirit of knowing 
and believing tins that The Kernel 
would respectfully suggest to them 
the worth of such reports both to 
iheir organizations and to th. uni- 
versities in which they maintain 
chapteri.
